License to Steal 

Asset forfeiture allows the cops to legally steal your 
valuables under the pretense that you're a criminal or 
a terrorist. By Russ Belville 


Two poker players are driving a rental 
car through Iowa on their way to Las 
Vegas. They get pulled over by a state 
trooper, who informs them that they 
failed to signal while passing another 
car. The trooper gives them a warning for 
the alleged failure to signal, but contin¬ 
ues asking them if they have drugs or 
“large amounts of US currency” in the 
car. Despite the fact that the poker play¬ 
ers do not consent to a search and ask to 
leave, a drug dog arrives on the scene to 
search their car. 

The police find $100,000 in cash, 
shrink-wrapped in plastic, and an herb 
grinder with marijuana residue in it. 


After a trip to headquarters and two 
hours of questioning, the poker play¬ 
ers are released with a citation for mis¬ 
demeanor paraphernalia possession—a 
$65 fine. But the cops keep the $100,000, 
thanks to the practice of legalized theft 
known as asset forfeiture. 

A series of reports from the Washing¬ 
ton Post have detailed how asset forfei¬ 
ture has become, quite literally, highway 
robbery. Essentially, it’s a legal practice 
that allows the cops to steal your cash, 
car, home or other valuables, under the 
pretext that all your assets are the ill- 
gotten gains of (unproven) criminal 
activity. The idea, which was pushed by 


then-Senator Joe Biden in the late 1980s, 
was to seize the sports cars, yachts and 
cash of Miami Vice -style cocaine king¬ 
pins and then use that loot to fund law 
enforcement’s war on organized crime. 

A laudable goal, perhaps, but one that 
came with a huge consequence—policing 
for profit. 

After a while, the idea shifted away 
from going after cocaine kingpins, since 
they could afford an army of lawyers 
to mount a defense in court. The bet¬ 
ter option was to nail small-time dealers 
or users, who had enough money worth 
taking but not enough means to fight 
back. And it takes some means to fight 
back, since your property has no consti¬ 
tutional rights and is considered guilty 
until proven innocent. In fact, you don’t 
even need to be charged with a crime 
(and usually aren’t) in order for the cops 
to steal your property on the theory that 
it was acquired through criminal activity. 

Asset forfeiture was so lucrative that a 
retired California cop named Joe “Canine” 
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Cops trained by Desert Snow or online 
by Black Asphalt seized more than 
$427million in just five years. 
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« David, who had a talent for finding 
contraband in vehicles during roadside 
stops, started a company called Desert 
Snow in 1989 to train other cops on his 
stop-and-seizure techniques. Through¬ 
out the 1990s, Desert Snow taught cops 
how to push the constitutional limits in 
questioning suspects, detaining them and 
searching their vehicles. 

Asset forfeiture accelerated follow¬ 
ing the 9/11 terror attacks. In 2003, David 
was called on by Congress to demon¬ 
strate how to investigate the potential 
smuggling of weapons and explosives in 
vehicles by terrorists. That led to a flow 
of millions of dollars in federal grants 
and contracts for Desert Snow, now 
rebranded as a counterterrorism pro¬ 
gram, allowing it to expand its training 
nationwide. 

Desert Snow’s services include a sort 
of private social network for cops called 
Black Asphalt. The network was sold 
as a way to help law enforcement “con¬ 
nect the dots” to prevent the next terror¬ 
ist attack. Over 25,000 cops are online 
nationwide, sharing their tips on how to 
seize money from roadside stops. Most 
chillingly, the cops trade hunches about 
drivers who haven’t committed any vio¬ 
lations or crimes, sharing information 
regarding the cars they’re driving and 


where they’re headed. In fact, it was a tip 
from an Illinois cop that alerted the Iowa 
trooper to follow the poker players a few 
miles before making the stop. 

According to the Washington Post, 
“Police nationwide have seized $2.5 bil¬ 
lion in cash from almost 62,000 people 
without warrants or indictments under 
federal civil asset-forfeiture laws since 
2001.” Cops trained by Desert Snow or 
online by Black Asphalt seized more than 
$427 million in just five years. 

Fortunately, we now have four states 
that have legalized marijuana for adult 
recreational use. Has this ended the sei¬ 
zures? Unfortunately, no. Thanks to a 
federal program known as “equitable 
sharing,” local cops in legal states can 
simply transfer their cases to federal 
court, where marijuana is still illegal. The 
feds then take their cut of the forfeited 
assets, while the local cops get to keep up 
to 80 percent of what’s left. 

The American Civil Liberties Union 
and the Institute for Justice are now 


tackling this legal nightmare. Their work 
has helped to defend some of the big¬ 
gest victims of asset forfeiture, including 
a California man who nearly lost his $1.5 
million office building over a $37 pur¬ 
chase at a medical marijuana dispensary. 

As for the poker players, they fought 
the seizure, using the trooper’s dash- 
cam video to prove they had properly sig¬ 
naled on the freeway. The men cut a deal 
to get 90 percent of their money back. 

In other words, the police still wound up 
with $10,000, despite absolutely no prob¬ 
able cause for a traffic stop, based on the 
hunch of an out-of-state cop who had 
posted on an online network for police 
treasure-hunting. The poker players have 
now hired a new lawyer to pursue civil- 
rights charges against Desert Snow and 
Black Asphalt for incentivizing police to 
violate the Fourth and Fifth Amendment 
rights of Americans. ^

Pot Causes Drought 

Colorado has a serious water 
shortage, and recreational 
pot is being scapegoated. In 
reality, the problem stems 
from decades of a poorly 
planned water policy called 
the “Colorado Doctrine,” 
which has resulted in 
western Colorado holding 
70 percent of the state’s 
water, with just 11 percent 
of the population. A serious 
drought in the West linked 
to climate change—not legal 
pot—also impacts water 
supply. 



Pot and Lung Cancer 

The old “one joint equals a 
pack of cigarettes” argument 
has been thoroughly discred¬ 
ited. A June 2014 Interna¬ 
tional Journal of Cancer study 
of 2,000 lung-cancer cases 
found no link to pot smoking. 
A January 2015 study from 
Emory University reported 
that smoking a jay a day 
doesn’t negatively affect 
the lungs, confirming 2013 
research from UCLA that the 
habitual use of weed didn’t 
lead to significant abnormali¬ 
ties in lung function. 



Teens Smoke More 

Nope. A 2014 Journal of 
Adolescent Health study 
reviewing 20 years of 
data found no increase. 

In fact, the government’s 
annual survey on drug use 
reported a decline in teen 
pot consumption last year. 
Additionally, a 2012 study 
showed no spike in teen use 
in states that had legalized 
medical marijuana, and 
the most recent US Centers 
for Disease Control survey 
found no increase in teen 
use from 2011 to 2013. 



More Car Crashes 

Last year, an ominous 
University of Colorado study 
claimed that, statewide, 
more drivers in fatal acci¬ 
dents were testing positive 
for pot. But there’s no way to 
causally link pot use to those 
crashes as cannabis metabo¬ 
lites remain in the body 
for up to a month. A more 
logical analysis of the data in 
an August 2014 Washington 
Post article revealed that 
Colorado’s traffic fatalities 
were at a historic low since 
pot was legalized. 



Pot Harms Cognition 

Biased government studies 
depict pot as a potential 
cause of cognitive defects 
in regular users. But a 
study conducted by the 
Harvard Medical School 
in 2005 used magnetic- 
resonance imaging on 
22 habitual pot smokers 
and found no significant 
structural changes within 
their brains compared to 
non-users. Also, a 2011 Aus¬ 
tralian study found no link 
between long-term use and 
cognitive dysfunction.

Jane’s Fonda Pot 

Jane Fonda still gets high. In an interview with Du Jour magazine, the 
77-year-old actress admitted, “I’ll smoke pot every now and then.” How¬ 
ever, she draws the line at mixing marijuana and movies: “I cannot see a 
movie on pot. The number of movies I’ve seen thinking, This is probably 
the best I have ever seen,’ and then I’ll see it again and think, ‘What was I 
thinking?”’ 

Fonda’s pro-pot declaration perhaps marks a return to her roots as 
a counterculture touchstone. The two-time Academy Award winner 
was a staunch antiwar protester and political activist in the late 1960s 
and early ’70s, famously earning the nickname “Hanoi Jane” after being 
photographed with North Vietnamese soldiers on a fact-finding tour of 
the country. 

Fonda has teamed up with Lily Tomlin for the new comedy series 
Grace and Frankie, which will premiere on Netflix in May. 
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Angry Buds 

A Canadian mother found two 
vacuum-sealed bags of weed stashed 
inside a Star fEars-themed Angry 
Birds play set. 

The gift for her son, purchased at 
a Target in Ontario, cost $5.99, but 
the surprise stash inside was valued 
at $800 by police. Officers visited 
the store and searched other play-set 
boxes, but they failed to find addi¬ 
tional weed. 

Authorities are examining surveil¬ 
lance footage to determine who may 
have put the pot in the Angry Birds 
box. While it’s unlikely the manufac¬ 
turer was attempting to set a new 
high level, it’s possible the stash was 
part of an overly clever cannabis 
exchange that went awry when the 
wrong person picked up the game. 


Reefer Recall 

The Canadian government has 
recalled a strain of medical mari¬ 
juana—not because of toxins or 
mold, but because the pot was too 
potent. Peace Naturals Project of 
Ontario voluntarily recalled its Nyce 
N’ EZ strain after a Health Canada 
inspection and subsequent third-party 
testing revealed the THC level to be 
as high as 13.7 percent. (The strain’s 
label lists it at 9.07 percent.) 

Health Canada claims that high 
THC levels may increase the risk of 
“adverse effects.” However, Nyce N’ EZ 
registered at just half the THC content 
of some of the strongest strains avail¬ 
able these days. Not surprisingly, there 
have been no reported negative inci¬ 
dents with anyone consuming the pot. 

Patients still in possession of 
Nyce N’ EZ have been advised to 
discontinue use and can either ship 
the weed back to Peace Naturals or 
destroy their stash at home.

Ex-Judge Regrets 
55-Year Pot 
Prison 
Sentence 

Retired federal 
judge Paul Cassell 
says he regrets 
imposing a 55-year 
sentence on Weldon 
Angelos, who was just 
24 when he was incar¬ 
cerated for selling pot in 2004. 
Cassell says he was forced to hand 
down the hefty punishment due 
to mandatory-minimum sentenc¬ 
ing laws spawned by the War on 
Drugs in the 1980s. 

Angelos, once an aspiring music 
producer in Salt Lake City, was 


busted for selling $1,000 worth of 
cannabis to an undercover 
informant in three sepa¬ 
rate deals. The narc 
claimed that Angelos 
was carrying a 
firearm during the 
sales, which caused 
them to fall under 
the mandatory-min¬ 
imum laws. The state 
also stacked the charges 
against Angelos, meaning 
each of the three pot deals was 
prosecuted as a separate viola¬ 
tion. By law, Angelos had to be 
sentenced as a three-time offender 
with no possibility of parole. 

Angelos is now 35 years old and 
will be 78 when his full sentence is 
finished in 2059.

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Dutch Heat 

In the Netherlands this winter, police 
unveiled their latest technique for 
detecting illegal pot gardens indoors: 
They look for roofs with melted snow 

Back in February, the cops raided 
a residence in Haarlem, a city west 
of Amsterdam, after noticing its 
roof was the only one on the block 
not covered in snow. The bare 
roof suggested that the apartment 
contained an abnormal number of 
lights, and that was all the probable 
cause needed to raid the house. Once 
inside, officers discovered snow¬ 
melting heat lamps on an industrial 
scale being used to cultivate an 
undisclosed number of plants. The 
cops even tweeted a pic of the roof as 
a warning to other growers. 

Earlier, the conspicuous absence 
of rooftop snow led to a raid on a res¬ 
idence in the town of Zutphen, where 
the police found 88 plants. Dutch 
citizens are permitted to grow up to 
only five pot plants at any given time. 


Court Supports 
Berkeley Dispensary 

In defiance of US Attorney Melinda 
Haag, a federal judge has allowed the 
Berkeley Patients Group to continue 
serving medical pot patients, pending 
a ruling by the courts on whether the 
city of Berkeley can sue Haag. 

The US attorney has repeatedly 
attempted to shut down BPG since 
2011, first for being too close to 
schools. Even after BPG relocated 
across town, the vindictive Haag 
sought to seize the dispensary’s 
property in 2013 because marijuana 
is federally illegal. Her actions appear 
to disregard the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s instructions that federal 
prosecutors are not to interfere with 
state marijuana laws.

A 2015 study 
issued by the 
National Highway 
Traffic Safety 
Administration 
found that drivers 
with a 0.05 percent 
blood-alcohol level 
were nearly seven 
times more likely 
to be involved in a 
crash than those 
driving under 
the influence of 
marijuana, most 
other illegal drugs 
and/or prescription 
medications. 

Adjusting the 
“Drug and Alcohol 
Crash Risk” results 
forage, gender, 
race and the pres¬ 
ence of alcohol, 
pot-using motor¬ 
ists were found to 
be no more likely 
to cause an acci¬ 
dent than those 
driving completely 
sober. 

The results help 
bolster the argu¬ 
ment that using 
the blood-alcohol- 
content model 
for marijuana is a 
ridiculous way to 
determine impair¬ 
ment. Pot, like 
other drugs, can 
continue to show 
up in test samples 
for days or weeks 
after it’s used, 
meaning that some 
subjects found to 
have THC in their 
systems may have 
been well past the 
period of impair¬ 
ment when they 
were behind the 
wheel. 
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Chan Out of the Can 

Jaycee Chan, the son of martial-arts movie star Jackie Chan, has been 
released from a Chinese prison after serving a six-month sentence for 
pot. Chan, 32, was formally charged with the crime of “sheltering oth¬ 
ers to take drugs” after police found 100 grams of weed in his Beijing 
apartment. (Basically, he got busted for allowing people to get high in 
his home.) Chan faced up to three years in prison, but the court took 
into account time served and his admission of guilt. 

Jaycee Chan’s arrest and subsequent outing as a pot smoker was a 
kick in the face for his world-famous father Jackie, who has served as 
China’s “anti-drug ambassador” since 2009. 

Chan’s pot bust was also part of China’s renewed crackdown on 
drugs. Drug arrests through August 2014 increased 72 percent com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 
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THC Taxation 

Colorado officials announced that the 
state took in $44 million in tax rev¬ 
enues from recreational pot in 2014. 
The figure is well below the estimated 
projections for the first year of pot 
sales, which ranged as high as $100 
million. However, those projections 
were a shot in the dark. 

Including medical cannabis taxes 
and industry fees, Colorado gar¬ 
nered a total of $76 million from 
pot last year. Despite the lower- 
than-anticipated haul, it may have 
to refund some of the cash due to a 
state amendment restricting govern¬ 
ment spending and requiring any 
new voter-approved taxes (such as 
those generated by legal weed) to be 
returned to residents if the overall 
state taxes rise higher than sanc¬ 
tioned by law. 

As expected, Colorado legisla¬ 
tors would prefer to keep the cash, 


and lawmakers are expected to vote 
on a measure that, if approved by 
residents, would allow the state to do 
just that.

Lebanon’s Hash Valley 
Takes Up Arms Against 
ISIS 

Reporting from the 
Bekaa Valley, Lebanon’s 
hashish heartland, on 
January 5, Public Radio 
International spoke with 
cannabis farmers who say 
they’re ready to fight any 
ISIS incursion into their 
region. Ah Nasri Shamas, 
who runs a hashish fac¬ 
tory in Bouday village, 
took up arms in 2007 
to resist the Lebanese 
government’s cannabis- 
eradication forces. This 
effort paid off, since the 
army didn’t return again 
until 2012. And now the 
Lebanese army and the 
country’s hash producers 
are confronting a com¬ 
mon enemy. 

“This is for ISIS 
and the Nusra Front,” 
Shamas said, brandish¬ 
ing a two-foot machete. 
(Nusra is Syria’s A1 Qaeda 
affiliate.) His arsenal 
also includes AK-47s, 
mounted machine guns, 
mortars and rocket- 
propelled grenades. 

The hashish producers 
note that ISIS has been 
zealously eradicating can¬ 
nabis fields in northern 
Syria—and, presumably, 
dealing more ruthlessly 
with any resistance than 
the Lebanese army at its 
worst. ISIS has already 
made incursions into the 
Bekaa. When ISIS fight¬ 
ers attacked a village in 
October, cannabis farm¬ 
ers joined to defend it. 



ISIS Burns Cannabis, Snorts Coke? 

As ISIS torches the cannabis fields of northern Syria, there has come the news that its 
fighters are snorting cocaine to keep their spirits up. On January 6, Vice News posted 
a video from the town of Kobani in northern Syria, where local Kurdish fighters have 
been resisting an ISIS siege since September. The footage shows the Kurds with a big 
plastic bag of white powder taken from an ISIS commander’s house. Kurdish fighters 
interviewed on camera said the house had been seized from Abu Zahra, an ISIS emir 
(as the Islamic militants call their commanders) who had earlier taken it over from 
local residents. After the emir was killed in house-to-house fighting, his home was 
searched. In addition to weapons (of course), the coke stash was found. The Kurdish 
fighters said they believed the ISIS commander was distributing coke to his own fol¬ 
lowers to fuel their fighting spirit. 

The ISIS jihadis have good reason to be snorting blow to stimulate their flagging 
morale. In September, everyone thought Kobani was about to fall to the extremists. 
Instead, the Kurdish forces, backed by US airstrikes, have been slowly but surely 
beating them back.

A Famed Psychonaut Encounters the “Ultimate Taboo" 


Timothy Leary and Richard 
Alpert, a.k.a. Ram Dass, are 
the focus of the new doc¬ 
umentary Dying to Know. 

Nineteen years in the making, 
it started with an arranged 
meeting between the two for¬ 
mer Harvard professors and 
longtime friends in 1995, when Leary found out 
that he was dying of cancer. It was the last time 
they were ever filmed together, and their fascinat¬ 
ing conversation-about death, life, psychedelic 
exploration and the different turns their lives had 
taken—is peppered throughout the film. 

Never-before-seen footage of the two vision¬ 
aries, is accompanied by interviews with thought 
leaders like Dr. Andrew Weil, Ralph Metzner, Hus¬ 
ton Smith and Peggy Mellon Hitchcock, to name 
a few. Robert Redford narrates the film: “The idea 
of anything that expands our thinking beyond 
conventional borders has always been of interest 


to me,” the famed actor explains. 
“When I see the living, breathing 
portraits of these characters, espe¬ 
cially the early archival footage, 
they are intelligent and smart. They 
were a kind of blessing considering 
how they have been caricatured in 
later times.” 

Naturally, Leary turned Alpert on to psyche¬ 
delics. The two were still at Harvard at the time, 
and Leary, though yet to fully “Turn on, tune 
in and drop out,” was always an independent 
thinker who would go on to become a symbol of 
the 1960s acid revolution. After the two left Har¬ 
vard, they lived communally for several years 
before Alpert went to India to begin his spiri¬ 
tual transformation into the figure of Ram Dass. 
Dying to Know follows their journeys and recon¬ 
nections beautifully, especially as it explores their 
thoughts on what awaits us in death, dubbed by 
Leary as “the ultimate taboo.” Mary ought six

a lot, so I need the energy,” 
says Keller, who avoided 
getting a California medical 
marijuana card for years.

Neely credits weed with 
helping him get over the post- 
art-school anxiety he had. 

“I know a lot of artists who 
come out of art school unable 
to make art, because it gets 
hammered into you that every 
mark you make on a piece of 
paper has to be the most bril¬ 
liant thing ever,” he explains. 
“It takes the will out of you 
to just sit down and draw. It 
took me years to get over that, 
and weed helped a lot. Now 
I can have fun drawing mon¬ 
keys on motorcycles all day, 
and I don’t give a fuck what 
my professors think.” 


“Fuck art school— smoke 
weed.” So says cartoonist 
Tom Neely, who along with 
writer Keenan Marshall 
Keller recently launched The 
Humans, the new Image 
Comics title starring a biker 
gang that consists entirely 
of apes who fight, fuck and 
drink their way through 
Bakersfield, CA, in the 1970s, 
all while getting high as hell. 
“They smoke weed in every 
issue,” Keller assures High 
Times. “Actually, they do 
every drug imaginable.” 

The Humans’ storyline has 
only just begun, but so far it’s 
covered everything from gang 
fights and exploding chop¬ 
pers to Vietnam flashbacks 
and monkey blowjobs. “We’ve 
actually gotten more blow- 
back over the fact that it’s 
apes having sex rather than 
the sex itself,” says Neely, who 
is also one of the creators of 
the homoerotic underground- 
comics sensation Henry & 
Glenn Forever, which features 
punk icons Henry Rollins and 
Glenn Danzig living together 
as a couple. “There’s some 


squeamishness about ape 
dicks.” 

As a result, Neely and 
Keller have already heard 
a few possibly apocryphal 
reports of early Humans 
issues being pulled from 
the shelves. Not that they’re 
sweating it: Backlash equals 
publicity. “If people get mad 
about it, I hope they get 
really mad,” Keller laughs. 
“The madder they are, the 
better for us, possibly.” 

Unsurprisingly, The 
Humans is rated M for 
“mature” under Image Comics’ 
own rating system. “There’s a 
lot of sex and violence,” Keller 
concedes. “But we didn’t 
want to censor our ideas 
just to get a bigger audi¬ 
ence—especially when it’s 
usually a single panel in the 
context of a larger story.” 

And it’s the larger story 
that Neely and Keller are 
focused on. “The Humans 
are a biker gang, which is 
all about personal free¬ 
dom,” Keller points out. 

“That’s the overall theme 
of the story—a group of 


every issue.” 


prefer the term “ape-sploi- 
tation.” As Keller explains, 
‘“Easy Rider meets Planet of 
the Apes’ gets the idea across, 
but it misses the point. There 
are serious aspects to the 
story, but it’s pure exploita¬ 
tion.

Dynamic DJ duo The Chainsmokers are taking the 
global club scene by storm .By Abdullah Saeed 


Alex Pall and Drew Tag¬ 
gart, collectively known as 
The Chainsmokers, have 
just returned to New York 
from a 7,000-person DJ gig 
in Las Vegas—and they’re 
exhausted. Before that show, 
they spent months touring 
Europe and Asia, frequently 
playing back-to-back dates in 
different countries. On Tag¬ 
gart’s couch, the two share a 
joint and try to recount the 
madness. “With all the drink¬ 
ing, no sleep and not eating 
regularly, you need something 
to counter that shit,” Taggart 
says. “Something that’s not 
harming your body or push¬ 
ing it in another direction. 

We smoke a lot more now just 
medicinally.” 

In early 2014, The Chain¬ 
smokers released a song 
called “#Selfie,” which became 


a viral hit just as the popu¬ 
larity of selhes was hitting 
an international peak. The 
track begins with a party 
girl’s inane chatter in a club 
bathroom—complaining 
about the DJ’s selection, her 
current crush and other girls. 
With the words “Let me take 
a selfie,” a wild club beat 
drops. That simple, infectious 
moment has earned “#Selfie” 
more than 300 million 
YouTube views and cemented 
The Chainsmokers as a global 
phenomenon. And even 
though the notion of selhes 
verges on passe in America 
and Europe, it’s just hitting 
its stride in the even more 
populous Internet-connected 
regions of Asia. That’s what 
took the guys to India last 
summer, where they played a 
slew of big shows and smoked 


fat globs of hash to battle the 
effects of over-partying. 

As it happens, the inspira¬ 
tion for “ttSelfie” was less a 
high-dea and more the result 
of drunken shenanigans. “A 
lot of songs will have some¬ 
thing like Tut your hands 
up’ before the drop,” Pall 
explains. “When we thought 
of the ‘ttSelfie’ idea, it was 
like, ‘That’s so ridiculous— 
who would actually do that?”’ 
But it turns out that becom¬ 
ing the guys who actually 
would was the best career 
decision they ever made.

By the end of their 
joint, Taggart is blessed 
with a stoned insight 
that might explain the 
massive number of hits 
for the “#Selfie” video, 
which features a barrage 
of what seems like thou¬ 
sands of pictures col¬ 
lected from a submission 
website. The video ends 
with a simple message: 
“Didn’t see your selfie? 
Watch the video again.” 

Taggart excitedly 
explains his theory to 
Pall: “This might be a 
high thought, but I think 
people thought they could go 
to the site and send us their 
selfie, and it would go in the 
video eventually.” 

Pall takes up the notion: 

“So maybe people were just 
watching it over and over 
waiting to see themselves 
in the video, even though 
it would never show up in 
there.” 

The two Chainsmokers 
crack up at the idea that their 
initial success might have 
been rooted in a simple online 
misunderstanding. “If that’s 
true,” Taggart says as their 
laughter trails off, “we fooled 
the shit out of the world.” 

And they might have never 
realized it if they weren’t so 
stoned at that moment. ^

Public shaming has come a long way. In the past, 
the unlucky offender was sentenced to the stocks, 
where he or she would be humiliatingly locked in 
place for public display. Today, according to Jon 
Ronson’s excellent new book So You’ve Been Pub¬ 
licly Shamed, the Internet has taken the place of 
the pillory, and judgment is handed down by the 
masses through social media. 

Ronson, the author of bestsellers like The Psy¬ 
chopath Test and The Men Who Stare at Goats, 
explores the new public-shaming dynamic by 
examining several recent high-profile incidents 
of communal punishment. But while it’s interest¬ 
ing to learn the exact combination of indiscre¬ 
tion and happenstance that led to the shamings of 
such now-infamous offenders as Justine Sacco (of 
the Africa/AIDS tweet), Jonah 
Lehrer (of the fabricated Bob 
Dylan quotes) and Lindsey 
Stone (of the obscene-gesture 
pic at Arlington National Cem¬ 
etery), the book is a must-read 
for its honest investigation of 
how we arrived at this new sys¬ 
tem of social-media “justice.” 

Shamed is a cautionary tale 
that should strike fear into 
the heart of anyone who’s ever 
posted an off-color comment 
online. However, the book also holds a mirror 
up to the virtual lynch mob that condemns these 
errant tweeters with such self-righteous fury, in 
an attempt to understand what causes otherwise 
normal persons to become so punitive—and so 
very ugly. 

Ronson’s investigation also leads him to a ques¬ 
tion that most overlook: What happens to a person 
after they’ve been publicly shamed? His assess¬ 
ments of the damage done to victims of a social- 
media feeding frenzy and their efforts to recover 
make for the book’s most engaging moments. And 
Ronson—endlessly fascinated by the human con¬ 
dition-makes for an excellent tour guide through 
this terrain.

A newcomer to the world of 
edibles, Madame Munchie 
burst on the scene last sum¬ 
mer when its fabulous medi¬ 
cated macarons took first 
place at the Northern Califor¬ 
nia Cannabis Cup. The tiny 
start-up currently employs 


four people, but 
it’s moving into 
a bigger kitchen 
in anticipation 
of skyrocket¬ 
ing growth.

MEDICATED HAZELNUT CHOCOLATE SPREAD 


70 grams semi-sweet chocolate 
chips (weighed out in a glass or 
stainless-steel bowl) 

75 grams cream 
40 grams hazelnut butter 
9 grams potent cannabutter* 

(room temperature) 

Y teaspoon organic hazelnut extract 

*Can be increased by 5 more 
grams if less potent cannabutter is 
available 

In a small saucepan, whisk 
together the cream and 
hazelnut butter. Bring this to 
a simmer and remove from 
heat. Pour the mixture over 
chocolate chips and let sit for 
three to four minutes. 

With a whisk, begin mixing 
the chocolate and flavored 
cream, starting in the center 


and moving slowly in a circu¬ 
lar motion toward the edge of 
the bowl. Do this until all the 
chocolate chips are completely 
dissolved and the mixture is 
evenly combined. 

At this point, add the room- 
temperature cannabutter and 
hazelnut extract. Continue 
whisking until all the butter is 
melted and evenly combined. 
Cover the mixture with plastic 
wrap, making sure the top of 
the chocolate is touching the 
plastic to prevent a skin from 
forming. Refrigerate at least 
one hour. 

Before eating, remove from 
the fridge for at least an hour 
to allow the spread to return to 
room temperature.

e are so luckyV’ That 
was my first thought as 
I walked onto the scene 
at the Fourth Annual 
High Times Medical Cannabis Cup in San 
Bernardino, CA. After the crackdown 
on our flagship Cup in Amsterdam this 
past November, we were rejoicing in the 
fact that we can now celebrate our love 
of marijuana here at home. And what a 
celebration it was... 

Day one began with a bang, as the 
Metal Mulisha Fitz Army performed 
freestyle motocross jumps for the 
amped-up crowd. Sponsored by Bhog- 
art Extractors, motorcycle riders Jimmy 
Fitzpatrick, Todd Potter and Julian Dus- 
seau flew their motorbikes over a mas¬ 
sive gap between launch and landing 
ramps, to the delight of Cup attendees. 

The weather was amazing as I headed 


for the massive outdoor medicating 
area. At first glance, it was a bit over¬ 
whelming—with over 400 booths to 
visit, how could anyone see it all?

marijuana-law reform advocate Debby 
Goldsberry, who assured me, “California 
will legalize in 2016!”

Pretty soon it was time to prepare 
for the big concert. A DJ warmed up 
the crowd before B-Real took the 
stage to perform Cypress Hill stoner 
classics like “Hits From the Bong” and 
“Dr. Greenthumb.”

A ccording to the teachings of Ayurveda, the 
5,000-year-old system of holistic medicine 
that originated in India, hve elements 
make up the universe: air, earth, water, 
fire and ether. The first four are pretty 
easy to understand, but the fifth is a puzzler: “Ether” is 
defined simultaneously as the source of all matter and 
the space in which it exists. 

Confused? Maybe this explanation by modern 
Ayurvedic scholars will clear things up: Ether is charac¬ 
terized by its unseen stored potential and its nonresis¬ 
tance to what is true. 

Perhaps that’s the element Derik Howard was think¬ 
ing of in 2010 when he co-founded Elemental Wellness, 
a thriving medical cannabis collective based in San Jose, 
CA. As with ether, he observed an unseen stored poten¬ 
tial in the medical scene. 

“I’d been a medical grower in Washington. About 10 
years ago, I came down to California and saw the dispen¬ 
saries, and I thought that this was the best thing I’ve ever 
seen,” he recalls. “Then, about the same time Obama took 
office, the Supreme Court handed down a couple of deci¬ 
sions reinforcing the principle that states have the right 
to self-govern. I felt it was a prime time to make a move.” 

Derik and his partners took a weekend of classes at 
Oaksterdam University’s Los Angeles branch, then drove 
north, visiting dispensaries along the way. “We saw dingy, 
dirty places with scary security—big, tough-looking guys,” 
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|Derik says. “Not very friendly, not very 
Ivarm.” 

But the last place they visited was 
ffarborside Health Center, a progressive 
[dispensary in Oakland offering top med¬ 
icine and a variety of patient services, 
perik remembers thinking: “Here’s some¬ 
body who gets it.” 

He and his partners put together a 
feam, but after several potential business 
licenses fell through in San Francisco, 
|;hey turned their attention to San Jose, 
pow, five years after opening its doors, 
Elemental Wellness has become one of 
palifornia’s most respected cannabis pro¬ 
viders, hailed as the “Best Alternative 
iMedicine Collective” in Metro’s “Best of 
[Silicon Valley” issue. It now serves hun¬ 
dreds of customers a day, giving them 
pccess to some truly exceptional buds 
End free holistic services. 

Over the past two and a half years, 
|;hree separate Elemental strains have 
|von medals at High Times Cannabis 
pups for the highest level of CBD: Canna- 
fonic, Jamaican Lion and Johnny’s Tonic. 
|fogi Diesel has taken second place for 
Eest Sativa, while True OG has been hon¬ 
ored at multiple Cups and remains Ele- 
[nental’s top seller. Indeed, Elemental’s 
[True OG was chosen as the High Times 
[strain of the Year for 2014. 


In the Santa Cruz Mountains, Derik 
oversees a 3,600-square-foot greenhouse 
built by Envirotech, outfitted with a 
fully automatic light-deprivation system 
that runs year-round and produces four 
annual harvests—about 120 to 150 pounds 
per cycle, sold exclusively through Ele¬ 
mental Wellness. A time-controlled auto¬ 
matic drip-line system, fed by a Dosatron, 
nourishes the plants, and an Agam dehu¬ 
midification/heating unit lowers energy 
consumption by enabling the greenhouse 
operation to remain closed while main¬ 
taining healthy humidity levels. 

Pro-Mix #8 is Elemental’s soil of choice. 
For nutrients, it’s Lucas Formula, which 
Derik describes as “cutting edge,” while 
spring-fed creeks serve as the water 
source. “We don’t treat it for anything,” 
Derik says. “We don’t worry about the 
salinity content or the hardness of the 
water. We don’t do any pH control or any¬ 
thing. We just flow it into the Dosatron.” 

One might think the Bay Area’s foggy 
climate would impact the gardens, but 
Derik assures us that isn’t the case. “We 
get a dual climate—the fog that rolls over 
us is messy, but by noon it’s usually clear 
and dried out. On this side of the moun¬ 
tains specifically, we get 300 days a year of 
sunny, 70-degree weather. Humidity stays 
very low during the day—40 to 45 percent.

But even though the greenhouse gives you 
indoor quality, you still encounter a cer¬ 
tain level of contaminants that you need 
to control: dust from the outside, dust 
from the pots inside. Our bug problems 
are minimal—some aphids and ants in the 
summertime—but we control them with 
natural, certified organic sprays.” 

These days, Elemental is expand¬ 
ing, though not always by choice. “The 
city recently implemented a huge ordi¬ 
nance, Title 20—it controls the location 
of dispensaries through zoning,” Derik 
explains. “Plus it implemented Title 6, 
which requires vertical integration... not 
necessarily a bad thing for us, but the 
changes are difficult.” 

As a result of the ordinances, Elemental 
will soon open a 16,000-square-foot facil¬ 
ity devoted to retail, processing and human 
services, with a separate 40,000-foot 
indoor grow facility located on adjacent 
property. “It’s been very nerve-racking,” 
Derik admits. “We’ll be paying three times 
the rent for the same space that our dis¬ 
pensary currently occupies. We’ve spent a 
lot of time and money on development— 
but the city government has forced us to 
move and pay extraordinary fees. I feel 
we’re being taken advantage of.” 

Most likely they are. As the legal 
cannabis industry finds its footing, 
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bureaucratic interference has been com¬ 
mon in every state. Whether it’s zoning, 
exorbitant taxes or the mindless account¬ 
ing of every gram from seed to sale (as 
in Colorado), cannabis entrepreneurs are 
often at the mercy of seemingly whimsi¬ 
cal changes in regulations. 

But the Elemental vision has hardly 
been impeded. In fact, two years ago the 
company expanded its reach by starting 
Elemental Seeds, entering a partnership 
with two renowned Cannabis Cup-win¬ 
ning Montana breeders in order to cap¬ 
italize on its award-winning genetics 

and develop new 
strains. (See the 
sidebar for more.) 

Asked whether 
he believes can¬ 
nabis will one 
day gain accep¬ 
tance in US agri¬ 
culture, Derik 
responds: “Abso¬ 
lutely. Because 
once canna¬ 
bis is resched¬ 
uled by the 
federal govern¬ 
ment, the hemp industry will open up—a 
huge industry unto itself. Also, the phar¬ 
maceutical industry will start grow¬ 
ing cannabis. They’ll break it down into 
its individual components; they’ll iso¬ 
late and utilize all of the terpenes, break 
them down into their individual compo¬ 
nents, then rebuild them as medicine. We 
know that lots of terpenes and cannabi- 
noids work synergistically. So now you’ll 
have pharmaceutical companies com¬ 
bining those individual components in a 
way that’s going to best suit the medical 
needs of patients.” 

Of course, the prospect of pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies tinkering with canna¬ 
bis has always disturbed a large segment 
of our community, but Derik thinks 
this fear is unfounded. “It’s not some¬ 
thing people should really be afraid of,” 
he says. “This is how medical patients 
will receive the most beneficial medical 
aspects of the plant. I think we need to 
embrace it, because it’s ultimately what’s 
going to happen. Think of the child can¬ 
cer patient who can receive all the anti¬ 
cancer properties of cannabis without the 
psychoactive effect. We need to learn 
how to deal with the changes that are 
coming our way in a responsible manner. 
That’s the appropriate response.” 

In other words, embrace the ether! ^

I first met Jason when he was a family farmer 
in Montana: On his acreage about an hour out¬ 
side Helena, he grew wheat and alfalfa crops. 
But my interest was in the massive green¬ 
house he tended. 

Jason had called High Times and invited 
us to visit his greenhouse at harvest. When I 
arrived, it was overflowing with bud. His pot 
farm on the prairie produced an epic story 
(“Big Sky High,” April 10). 

In addition to producing hundreds of 
pounds as a medical grower, Jason was an 
avid breeder, developing new strains in the 
basement of the family farmhouse. And with 
the attention gained from the article's publica¬ 
tion, Jason started to think bigger. 

His tale actually mirrors the script of an old 
movie Western: Young man grows up (or in 
this case, grows pot) on a farm, gets restless 
and begins to dream. So he saddles up with his 
long-time sidekick Tony-also his partner in the 
greenhouse-and heads west. 

Or, in this case, east-to Amsterdam. 

One of their first stops was DNA Genetics, 


the hugely successful seed company that has 
taken home fistfuls of awards in cannabis com¬ 
petitions for its superstar strains, which include 
LA Confidential, Chocolope and Kosher Kush. 

Jason and Tony were eager to meet Don 
and Aaron, who helm DNA-after all, their 
greenhouse was already brimming with DNA 
genetics. The meeting eventually resulted in 
a mutual opportunity: DNA was sufficiently 
impressed with their skills In the garden to 
entrust them with a new division of DNA 
Seeds-Reserva Privada-that represented the 
Montana partners’ entree into the industry. 

They set to work with the DNA catalog, and 
Reserva Privada strains began repeatedly turn¬ 
ing up in the winners' circle at High Times Can¬ 
nabis Cups. Kosher Kush, in particular, won 
multiple awards on Jason and Tony's watch. 

Once they got their feet wet, the pair were 
sure they had the ability to succeed with their 
own line of seeds. Fortune smiled upon them 
when, two years ago, they encountered Derik 
from Elemental Wellness at a Cannabis Cup. 
They became fast friends, (con’t on pg. 64) 
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In Elemental 
Seeds’ breeding 
rooms, tasty 
new seeds are 
being created.

Derik recalls: "Jason talked about feeling con¬ 
strained. He and Tony were actively looking for a 
way to start their own seed company. I was will¬ 
ing to partner up with them. I had already pro¬ 
vided them with our True OG to work with, and 
they were producing great new strains with it. It 
seemed like a smart move for Elemental Wellness 
to have a hand in creating fresh new genetics for 
our patients." 

Jason's brother took over the family farm, and 
Jason and Tony moved their seed-breeding oper¬ 
ation to California permanently. Now they over¬ 
see Elemental Seeds, an operation comprising 
five separate growrooms-four dedicated to seed 
breeding, and the fifth reserved for observing their 
indoor strain selections grown from seed. Local 
greenhouses are given seeds to test out under 
those specific conditions, while Jason’s backyard 
patio is a jungle of plants being monitored for their 
interactions with the great outdoors. 

Breeding is an exercise in patience: It takes 
a full year to stabilize a new strain. Jason says, 
"You've got to start with strong landrace genet¬ 
ics that aren’t watered down. Of course, the best 
genetics are those that are extremely rare. Every¬ 
body's constantly looking for really crazy terpene 
profiles-those with unique smells, tastes and fla¬ 
vors. Everybody’s on a pheno hunt now. When 
you breed, it’s important to grow out hundreds 
of plants-not just 10 or so. You’re looking for the 
strongest, most robust phenotype." 
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In seed breeding, nothing replaces good 
genetics-and Elemental Seeds has made the 
most of the exquisite True OG, a stellar indica 
with roots in Southern California. It's taken either 
first or second place in the Best Indica category 
in every High Times Medical Cannabis Cup since 
2010. Their Mango Tango just took top prize for 
Best Sativa at the recent SoCal Cannabis Cup. 

Elemental Seeds is now producing strains 
like True Berry, a True OG crossed with a Santa 
Cruz Blackberry and Blueberry mix, which will 
be available in both regular and feminized form, 
and Honey Bananas, a cross of Honey BooBoo 
(itself a DNA cross of Bubba Kush and Captain 
OG) and Strawberry Banana. Of the latter, Tony 
reports: "You get the flavor of the Strawberry 
Banana with the yield of the Honey BooBoo.” 

All Spark is another Elemental gem-a True 
OG crossed with Kosher Kush. Big Lemon is a 
cross of Big Sky OG (a strain that has been exclu¬ 
sively Jason and Tony's since 2008) and Thai. 
Abba Zabba is a cross of Big Lemon and Lemon 
Tree and has tested at 30 percent THC. 

These days, Jason and Tony are a little awed 
by their success. “I thought I’d be living in Mon¬ 
tana forever,” Jason says. “This industry has 
enabled me to redefine myself.” 

“But we're just getting started,” Tony adds. 
"We have a lot more success to come.”-DS

fs that time of year again, when we look back at our most 
recent round of Cannabis Cup competitions to determine 
who had the strongest cannabis on the planet in 2014—and, 
more importantly, exactly which strains they were! After imple¬ 
menting our online Cannabis Cup scoring system three years 
ago—the High Times Scorebook, which includes lab tests as part 
of the scoring equation—we now have a very good handle on 
which strains are the planet’s most potent, year in and year out. 

In order to ensure that all regions are represented, we 
decided to change up the format this year: Rather than rank 


the top overall strains, we’ve taken the top hve from each Cup 
in 2014 and listed them in order of THC potency. This also 
helps to illustrate a growing concern regarding consistency in 
the data provided by cannabis-testing labs around the world—a 
concern that will be addressed later in this article. 

So without further ado, here’s our list of the strongest sati- 
vas, indicas and hybrids that Ms. Cannabis sativa L. had to 
offer in 2014. We hope you had a chance to enjoy at least a few 
of them, but if not, don’t worry—these ladies won’t be going 
away anytime soon.

Ghost Train Haze #1 appeared in our very first 
"Strongest Strains on Earth” list, taking the 
prize as the most potent strain of 2011.

Missing the Mile High? 

It is no accident that we left Denver out 
of this year’s rankings for the strongest 
strains on Earth (a.k.a. “The List”). For 
starters, the Denver Cup annually pro¬ 
duces a majority of the winners on The 
List, so this year we thought we’d show¬ 
case more of the great strains from 
other Cups around the world. 

Last year, Denver accounted for 10 
of the top 15 strongest strains from the 
previous year’s Cups (2013). Of course, 
this leads us to wonder whether Colora¬ 
do’s labs are doing something different 
in terms of procedures and protocols to 
produce these higher results. 

It’s for this reason that High Times 
uses two independent labs at every 
Cannabis Cup competition. To bring 
more consistency to our lab data and 
improve the overall integrity of our 
Cups, High Times has teamed up with 
Steep Hill Halent, one of the hrst 
national cannabis-testing labs in the 
US, for an official partnership that has 
Steep Hill serving as one of two labs 
at every Cannabis Cup competition we 
hold around the globe. 

Notes: 

None of the top five most potent strains 
from the 2014 Amsterdam Cup placed in the 
competition. Nearly half of the Amsterdam 
winners had from 3 to 5 percent CBD in their 
cannabinold profile.

We did this for a couple of reasons, the most important being 
that in 2014 we used several different labs across our Cup com¬ 
petitions, resulting in some variation in the data obtained. This 
is an issue that the cannabis industry has been grappling with 
for several years now: how to arrive at a consensus in terms of 

lab standards and testing protocols. 

Each lab has different types of 
equipment, calibration techniques, 
and equations applied to the results 
to come up with specific values. This 
problem not only creates confusion 
for the general public, but also sparks 
debate among labs as to which meth¬ 
ods are best for calculating values like 
THC and CBD levels. 

Some labs prefer to use equations to 
arrive at an “activated THC” value, or 
the amount of THC that the user actu¬ 
ally receives upon smoking (see page 
84). Other labs present the highest pos¬ 
sible THC value, or the plant’s max¬ 
imum potential, by adding the acid 
form (THC-A) to the already present 
THC level for a much higher (though 
unrealistic) number. And still other 
labs don’t possess the necessary equip¬ 
ment (high-pressure liquid chroma¬ 
tography, or HPLC) to derive either of 
these equations and simply use a gas- 
chromatography device that heats the 
material and gives an already decar- 
boxylated THC value. This is why Cup 
results obtained using gas chromatog¬ 
raphy have slightly higher potency val¬ 
ues for THC. 

In the end, this problem poses a 
real dilemma for our burgeoning legal 
cannabis industry, and it’s an issue 
that is being worked out among the 
nation’s top labs, including Steep Hill 
Halent, SC Labs, the Wercshop and 
many other members of the Associa¬ 
tion of California Cannabis Labs.

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Activated THC 

You will notice that the values pro¬ 
vided by Steep Hill Halent are 
slightly lower than most other labs’ 
values. This isn’t because Steep Hill 
uses a more conservative test for 
cannabis potency, but because it 
applies an equation to the results 
that, thanks to a lot of time and 
research, calculates the activated 
THC value of each flower. 

“Activated THC” simply means 
the amount of THC that the user 
actually receives when smok¬ 
ing the buds, since not all THC-A 
is converted to THC in the decar¬ 
boxylation process; nor is all 
THC captured by the smoker dur¬ 
ing inhalation. Thus, the equation 
for activated THC looks like this: 
(THC-A x 0.66) + THC. Remember, 
a dried bud is mostly THC-A, which 
is the acid form and contains only a 
minute level of actual THC. THC-A 
must be decarboxylated and con¬ 
verted into THC by a chemical reac¬ 
tion caused by heat. High Times 
Scorebook uses this activated-THC 
number in its scoring algorithm 
whenever possible to calculate the 
overall scores in our competition. ^

D uring the dark 

days of mari¬ 
juana prohibi¬ 
tion, growing 
cannabis was a 
solitary lifestyle characterized 
by secrecy and paranoia, an 


underground world inhabited 
almost exclusively by men. 
Draconian drug laws created 
risks unacceptable to most 
women, especially mothers 
who stood to lose custody of 
their children for being “unfit.” 


When MzJill, co-founder 
of TGA Seeds, started grow¬ 
ing 20 years ago, “it wasn’t 
common, safe or cool to be a 
grower,” she recalls, describ¬ 
ing life in a suburban cul-de- 
sac as the single mother of 


three young children, where 
she struggled to blend in 
with the neighbors and go 
unnoticed by the authori¬ 
ties. “I was a legal medical 
grower, but I was always so 
afraid to have anyone find 














out—especially being a single 
mom, I didn’t want trouble, I 
didn’t want to be robbed, and 
I didn’t want my children to 
be judged.” 

Producing her own medi¬ 
cine was more cost-effective 


than purchasing it, so MzJill 
set up a discreetly camou¬ 
flaged free-standing room in 
her garage and used hydro¬ 
ponic methods because she 
didn’t want to dispose of con¬ 
spicuous bags of soil. After

she was advised to avoid the 
nearest hydro store due to 
DEA surveillance, she created 
her own bubbler-bucket sys¬ 
tem with items found from 
local plumbing and hardware 
stores. “I had to make my 
own net pots with a drill, and 
I used aquatic plant food,” 
she remembers. “When I first 
met Subcool, he drilled holes 
in my hydro buckets and con¬ 
verted me to soil!” 

As their relationship blos¬ 
somed, the couple continued 
to grow, founding TGA Seeds 
in 2001. Their seed company 


growing. “In the beginning, I 
didn’t realize I was taking a 
stand for women to become 
a part of the industry and be 
recognized,” she remarks. “In 
a way, I made it okay for oth¬ 
ers to come out and take part 
in a world where it was all 
men.” 

Like a mother plant herself, 
MzJill’s “cuttings” grew into a 
new crop of motivated female 
farmers, attracted to the mar¬ 
ijuana industry by their pas¬ 
sion for the plant. Many of 
these young women describe 
both a spiritual connection

soon became the first well- 
known, aboveground canna¬ 
bis-genetics source native to 
the United States, and their 
varieties continue to domi¬ 
nate the Pacific Northwest. 

The originator of powerful 
strains like Jillybean, MzJill 
says her most recent breed¬ 
ing project is a tribute to a 
fallen friend, Brian Dame- 
wood, who lost this strug¬ 
gle with ALS last June. “He 
was able to smoke the first 
harvest from the plant two 
days before he passed,” she 
says. “We created Brian Berry 
Cough to help bring awareness 
of ALS and keep Brian’s name 
alive.” A highly potent hybrid 
of Kyle Kushman’s Straw¬ 
berry Cough crossed with a 
Cherry Space Queen male, 
the newly dubbed Brian Berry 
tastes like “Jolly Rancher’s 
strawberry and cherry, with 
traces of grapes and lemons in 
certain phenotypes.” 

As a superstar breeder 
and tireless cannabis advo¬ 
cate, MzJill has become the 
most recognizable female face 
in the emerging homegrown 
cannabis-genetics indus¬ 
try, inspiring countless other 
women to pop seeds and get 


to cannabis and an emotional 
bond with the female canna¬ 
bis plant. “Women have a spe¬ 
cial touch with the plant, more 
of a nurturing effect than men 
do,” MzJill says. “I seem to 
have a knack for choosing the 
mom that we’ll end up using 
for our mother plant!” 

As cannabis becomes 
increasingly legal in differ¬ 
ent US states, more and more 
women are choosing careers 
working with their favorite 
flower, bringing balance and 
new perspectives to a once 
male-dominated subculture. 
And as marijuana becomes a 
multibillion-dollar business, 
many more women will try 
cannabis products—especially 
ones designed, marketed and 
sold to them by other women. 

Lor young women inter¬ 
ested in a cannabis career, 
MzJill advises: “Don’t let any¬ 
thing hold you back. Be kind 
and help other people, but 
don’t let anyone take advan¬ 
tage of you.” 

With those wise words in 
mind, let’s meet some of the 
new lady cultivators who are 
devoting their lives to grow¬ 
ing cannabis and legalizing it 
for everyone.

If you go into a 
friend’s growroom and then into 
your room, you can introduce 
spores, molds and mildews.” 

Curing in glass: “You gotta get 
all that extra moisture out for 
a smooth smoke.

Meanwhile, an ambitious program in Canada helps veterans in that country get medical marijuana prescriptions and 

PROVIDES A COMMUNAL SETTING FOR THEM TO RECOVER. SOME SOLDIERS CREDIT IT WITH SAVING THEIR LIVES. By CHRIS SlMUNEK 


COLD WAR 

It’s January during another dreaded 
polar vortex, and I’m experiencing for 
the first time in my life the throbbing 
ache that occurs in one’s face when 
the temperature drops below -9°F on a 
windy day. There are mountains in the 
distance, but urban sprawl has displaced 
most of the Acadian forest here in Oro- 
mocto, New Brunswick. Any ground that 
is not regularly stepped on or driven over 
is a glassy sheet of pure white ice. 


Oromocto is a military town, home to 
the Fifth Canadian Support Base Gage- 
town, one of the largest training bases 
in the Commonwealth. Opened in 1956, 
the facility was meant to train soldiers 
in case Canada was called upon to fulfill 
its NATO obligations and defend West¬ 
ern Europe from Khrushchev’s commie 
hordes. I was invited up here by Fabian 
Henry, an ex-sergeant in the Canadian 
Armed Forces and the founder of Mar¬ 
ijuana for Trauma (MFT), a group that 


helps 800 wounded veterans and first 
responders obtain access to medical mar¬ 
ijuana—up to 10 grams a day, in fact, 
delivered to their door and paid for by 
Veterans Affairs Canada. 

MFT’s headquarters is located in a 
nondescript strip mall. The only thing 
that might distinguish it from a den¬ 
tist’s office is the occasional group of 
vets standing in the parking lot imbib¬ 
ing their medicine. There’s a camarade¬ 
rie here, a shared sense of joy and relief. 
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phis is the one part of their day these 
[guys know won’t be a struggle. 

The Canadian veterans don’t seem to 
Jnind me sitting in on their sessions with 
|Fabian as they describe their gripes with 
|the VAC, their problems at home, their 
Outbursts on the job. Sitting at his desk, a 
\ceffiyeh wrapped around his neck, Fabian 
tests his black-bearded chin on his knuck¬ 
les and listens with the patience of a man 
|who has been where they are. The back 
pf his jacket reads: “This veteran is medi¬ 
tated for your protection.” 

There’s a soldier from the local base 
|named Andrew sitting in Fabian’s office, 
Shaking violently, the victim of a nervous 
[disorder related to his multiple symp¬ 
toms of PTSD, social anxiety and panic 
Syndrome. Andrew has never seen com- 
|bat; his affliction is the result of the way 
pe’s been treated during his years of ser¬ 
vice here in Oromocto. He tells the story 
pbout the time he was promoted and, 
father than pinning the new commen- 
|dation on his uniform, the commanding 
Officer dropped it on the floor in disgust. 
[Mental abuse, isolation, degradation—the 
Ivhole ordeal has landed him in the mid- 
pie of a silent, lonely, neurological hur¬ 
ricane. Andrew came to Fabian for help 
pnd eventually hooked up with Nina, a 
pigh-CBD strain that, I am told, tightens 
|iis screws. 

“All I have to do is smoke a CBD joint 
pnd the shaking goes away,” Andrew tells 
|me. 

“This, I want to see,” I reply. 

So now we’re in the parking lot watch- 
ing Andrew fumble with a lighter while 
|fiis hand jerks back and forth like it’s 
[glued to an invisible Pac-Man joystick, 
pabian helps him out, putting a cherry on 
pie joint. Within four minutes—half the 
Miff-I notice that when Andrew takes 
the Bic again and goes to relight, his hand 
is surgeon-still. He’s been cured like some 
phrist-touched leper—problem solved, 
pt least temporarily. And I’m standing 
phere like Thomas the Apostle, a reformed 
poubter, convinced now that it has 
pecome my mission to spread the Word. 

liATTLE SCARS 

fn 2000, a 20-year-old Fabian Henry 
found that he no longer had the money 
po continue going to college. He landed 
p job on the local military base in Oro- 
piocto and, as a lifelong hockey fan, 
ptarted playing on a civilian team against 
phe local soldiers. He liked the idea that 
phey were encouraged to play hockey 
ps part of their physical training. With 
pot a whole lot of other options open to 


him, he enlisted in the Canadian Armed 
Forces and became a combat engineer. 
After being deployed in peacekeeping 
and humanitarian missions to Haiti, Pak¬ 
istan, Eritrea, and East Africa, Fabian 
did two tours in Afghanistan, where it 
was his job to locate and neutralize land 
mines and improvised explosive devices. 


“Afghanistan is where my traumatic 
event happened,” he says. “On Easter 
weekend 2007, six infantrymen blew up 
500 meters from our position. Two days 
later, I got two Canadian soldiers killed.” 

As Fabian tells it, it was his job, as the 
senior engineer, to clear the roads ahead 
of his convoy. On this day, he managed 
to locate and explode one mine without 
incident. Night came, and since he knew 
from experience that there was always 
a secondary mine in this kind of setup, 
he told a sergeant major to pass a mes¬ 
sage along to the waiting vehicles: They 
shouldn’t cross until first light, after 
Fabian had a chance to prove the route. 

Unfortunately, the message relayed 


wasn’t the one Fabian had given to the 
sergeant major. The convoy moved out, 
and an armored Coyote reconnaissance 
vehicle hit a double-stacked TC-6 anti¬ 
tank mine that flipped the vehicle on its 
side. Two of the passengers were dead 
by the time the Blackhawk helicopter 
arrived to evacuate them. Fabian’s deci¬ 
sion to entrust an interme¬ 
diary with that message, 
rather than take it directly 
to the convoy himself, was 
a mistake that he would 
replay over and over in 
his head for the next three 
years. 

The trauma did not man¬ 
ifest itself immediately. The 
battlefield, after all, is a 
desensitizing place, and it 
was Fabian’s job to inspect 
blast sites and pick through 
the bloody wreckage. The 
images were filed away in 
his mind like invoices to be 
paid at a later date. 

“When I came home, I 
tried to connect with my 
kids and my wife, but I 
couldn’t stop being hyper- 
vigilant; I couldn’t stop 
thinking about some of 
the decisions I made,” he 
recalls. “As I looked into 
things deeper, I found out 
that one of the guys [who 
died in the convoy] was 
from here. His hometown 
was here and his parents 
are here, you know? I spent 
a lot of sleepless nights 
thinking about that. And 
what you try to do is find a 
substance or something to 
eliminate that feeling. You 
inflict pain, or you want 
somebody else to inflict physical pain on 
you—because, emotionally, you’re hurt¬ 
ing worse than anything that anybody 
could do to you.” Out of desperation, 
Fabian finally tried cannabis, and “when 
it hit my lungs, it was like phssssshhhhh” 
he says of the breakthrough moment. 

“I don’t know what winning the lottery 
would be like, but I imagine it is some¬ 
thing like that.” 

The strain that worked best for his 
PTSD was Bubba Kush, a strong indica. 
Worried that the source of his newfound 
peace would dry up, Fabian paid $37,000 
to have 10 pounds of it delivered to him. 

“When I had the right concentrated 
amount of cannabis, it leveled out my

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Receptors immediately,” he continues. 
|‘When you’re going from zero to 10 and 
You’re angry and you’re going to punch 
Somebody out, you can take a puff, and it 
Aits you back and allows you to relax for 
A minute and think about things before 
|vou punch somebody in the face, or kill 
^ourself, or kill someone else.” 

Separated from his wife, Fabian now 
liad a lot of time to research his con¬ 
dition. He came across a study by Dr. 
IMexander Neumeister of New York Uni¬ 
versity’s Langone Medical Center that 
[inked PTSD to cannabinoid recep¬ 
tors—specifically the CB1 receptors—in 
the human brain. Cannabinoid recep¬ 
tors are part of the endocannabinoid 
tystem (named for the cannabis-plant 
Compounds that led to its discovery), a 
tietwork of chemicals and signaling path¬ 
ways that promote homeostasis in the 
t>ody and help regulate the nervous sys¬ 
tem, among other things. The endocan- 
|iabinoid system is deeply connected to 
tnemory, mood, pain and other func¬ 
tions affected by PTSD. Through brain 
Imaging, Dr. Neumeister discovered that 
IPTSD sufferers have an elevated num¬ 
ber of CB1 receptors in the brain regions 
Associated with fear and anxiety, and 
lower concentrations of the neurotrans- 
|nitter anandamide (taken from the San- 
Ikrit word ananda, meaning, “joy, bliss, 
pelight”), which binds to these receptors. 
[)r. Neumeister found that the use of can¬ 
nabis caused a spike in anandamide, 
|vhich, in turn, corrected this imbalance. 

In a statement accompanying the 
publication of his study, Dr. Neumeis- 
|,er said: “There is not a single pharmaco¬ 
logical treatment out there that has been 
developed specifically for PTSD. That’s a 
problem. There’s a consensus among clini- 
pians that existing pharmaceutical treat- 
pients such as antidepressants simply do 
pot work. In fact, we know very well that 
people with PTSD who use marijuana— 

A potent cannabinoid—often experience 
piore relief from their symptoms than 
phey do from antidepressants and other 
psychiatric medications. Clearly, there’s 
A very urgent need to develop novel evi- 
pence-based treatments for PTSD.” 

It was almost as though the brain 
pesearcher had given Fabian Henry 
pis marching orders. Fabian’s kitchen 
|;able soon became a combination office, 
library and proving ground, the place he 
Invited other veterans to try the plant 
|hat had worked for him. As he gauged 
|ts effects on his friends, he found that 
pannabis not only helped with PTSD, but 
Also chronic pain, traumatic brain injury, 


irritable bowel syndrome, erectile dys¬ 
function, nervous disorders, and alcohol 
and drug addiction. Before long, wives 
were thanking Fabian for giving them 
their husbands back; kids were com¬ 
menting that their dads were present in 
their lives again. Considering the calam¬ 
itous suicide rate among Canadian vets, 


Fabian felt it was his duty to take things 
to the next level—and so he founded 
Marijuana for Trauma. 

Not only did Fabian help other veter¬ 
ans get their medical pot prescriptions, 
he showed them how to get it paid for by 
Veterans Affairs Canada and delivered 
to their door. He pored over sections 2.1 
through 2.4 of the New Veterans Char¬ 
ter, which deals with psychiatric impair¬ 
ment, and started coaching vets on how 
to receive payments from the VAC that 
they had no idea they were entitled to. He 
searched out doctors who enthusiastically 
prescribed marijuana and psychologists 
who thought outside of the pharmaceu¬ 
tical box. He even enlisted his old friend 
Matt Ferris, a nutritionist, to help the 
guys break their lousy eating habits. 

Along with microbial biologist and 
cannabis breeder Dr. Darryl Hudson, 
Fabian devised the “Platinum Kush” pro¬ 
gram, which researches the strains that 
work best for PTSD. By giving their 


volunteers unlabeled strains, they discov¬ 
ered a definite hierarchy of effectiveness. 
The pair continued their trials at the 
2014 High Times Cannabis Cup in Den¬ 
ver, and today they list Chemdog, Rock- 
star OG Kush, Master OG Kush, Chem 
Chem and Chem ’91 as providing the 
most relief. MFT also enlists veterans 
experienced with the pro¬ 
gram as “peer-support can¬ 
nabis coaches” to help guide 
newcomers to the most 
effective medicine. 

It is Fabian’s belief that 
marijuana alone is not 
enough; its use needs to be 
combined with other types 
of therapy. To that end, he’s 
starting Veterans for Heal¬ 
ing, a nonprofit organization 
that will pay for veterans 
to undergo a 30- to 60-day 
treatment program in a 
lodge on Cranberry Island 
in rural New Brunswick. 
There, they’ll have access 
to hyperbolic oxygen ther¬ 
apy, neuro-feedback therapy 
and cranial-sacro-massage 
therapy. The retreat will also 
include a sweat lodge, music 
studio and gym, along with 
programs for yoga, fishing, 
art therapy, swimming and 
primitive camping. He hopes 
to open it later this year. 

“The problem with a lot 
of vets is that they’re iso¬ 
lating—it’s part of PTSD,” 
Fabian says. “The army let them down, 
the military let them down, and then 
they take off to the woods and do what¬ 
ever. They need something to be a part of 
to clean their act back up. We’re not say¬ 
ing we have a cure, but we have a better 
chance of increasing your quality of life 
than anything I’ve seen.” 

THE VAPOR COUP 

About 500 meters from the MFT office 
is the local outpost of the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Legion. Its official badge, featur¬ 
ing a maple leaf, a royal crown and the 
Latin motto Memoriam Eorurn Retinebi- 
mus (“We Will Remember Them”), is 
displayed prominently on the sky-blue 
building. A Korean War-era Cl 105mm 
Howitzer is parked out front. 

Fabian visited the Canadian Legion a 
few times, but he was looking for some¬ 
thing more than booze, darts and grin- 
and-bear-it stoicism. Now, thanks to the 
recent installation of an onsite vapor

“When you go in the old Legion, you 
^till feel like you’re out of place,” says 
prevor Bungay who retired from the 
prmed forces in 2014 after 17 years. “They 
ptill see marijuana as Woodstock and 
|hey just can’t get it. Don’t get me wrong, 
|here are some people there that get it, 
put they’d never come out and say it, 
pecause they don’t want to ruffle feath¬ 
ers. This is the new Legion, let’s face it, 
pght? If you wanna feel comfortable, 
emoke your marijuana and talk to peo¬ 
ple who know what you’re going through, 
|vhere else are you going to go?” 

Trevor did seven tours—Bosnia, Haiti, 
pritrea, Ethiopia and four deployments 
|o Afghanistan. The first time he was 
ehot at, in Kandahar, he just stood there 
|n a daze as bullets hit the dirt around 
pirn like raindrops. 

“I was laughing with the guy next to 
|ne like, This is the real deal. Someone is 
frying to kill us,”’ he remembers. He vol- 
pnteered to go back to Afghanistan and 
fose through the ranks to become a ser¬ 
geant, in charge of 40 men. Coming home 
lifter his fourth deployment, Trevor knew 


something was wrong with him. The VAC 
told him the darkness was normal and it 
would pass. It didn’t. His friends started 
killing themselves. He was eating 12-15 
OxyContins a day. One night he found 
himself sitting on his couch with a rifle 
and a bottle of whiskey, not expecting to 
ever see morning again. He dropped the 
gun, waking up his wife who dragged 
him to the hospital. Having served with 
Fabian in Afghanistan, Trevor trusted him 
enough to try cannabis therapy. Today, 
Trevor runs Trauma Healing Center in 
Nova Scotia, a program similar to MFT. 

“If it wasn’t for marijuana,” he insists, 
“I would be dead. One hundred percent.” 

THE DIVIDED STATES 

The obvious question is whether there 
will ever be a similarly progressive pro¬ 
gram for American vets. There’s a meme 
floating around on social media right 
now that reads, “If Congress commit¬ 
ted suicide at the same rate as veter¬ 
ans, there would be no one left after 25 
days.” An average of 22 American vets 
kill themselves every day. It’s a white-hot 
crisis the scandal-scarred Department of 
Veterans Affairs has proven incapable of 
stemming. Some VA doctors turn a blind 
eye to marijuana use, but others have 
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made patients choose between marijuana 
and their prescribed medications. 

The Veterans Equal Access Act is a 
bill sponsored by Rep. Earl Blumenauer 
(D-Ore.) and Rep. Dana Rohrabacher 
(R-Calif.) that, if passed, would allow 
VA doctors in medical states to sign the 
paperwork needed to qualify vets for 
medical marijuana. (As federal employ¬ 
ees, both veterans and VA doctors are 
currently subject to federal laws prohib¬ 
iting cannabis). And while this legisla¬ 
tion would be a start, only 23 out of the 
50 states have legalized medical mari¬ 
juana. Florida’s vets did not go to war for 
Mickey Mouse and the Marlins alone— 
they did it for America. A national prob¬ 
lem needs a national solution. 

Every 65 minutes, a veteran takes his 
own life. The time for a legal, moral or 
clinical debate about medical marijuana 
has passed. If it helps even a fraction of 
vets recover, it’s the VA’s moral responsi¬ 
bility to help them gain access. Soldiers 
don’t choose their wars. The least we can 
do is allow them to choose their peace.

SPENDING FOUR DAYS IN WHOOPI’S 

World to get this interview, 

I WALK AWAY THINKING MAYBE 
ANOTHER WORD APPLIES: WHOOPI 
IS COOL. VERY FUCKING COOL. 
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You have such a breadth of 
accomplishments. What do you 
consider yourself? An actress? 
You’re not a comedienne... 

I’m a performer. I’m a 
storyteller. 

Okay. Tell me the story of your 
glaucoma. 

I turned 40, went to bed, 
woke up the next day; my 
book was by the bed. I went 
to pick it up and couldn’t 
read it. And I thought: That’s 
weird. I didn’t wear glasses 
at all—nothing. I always had 
great eyesight. I waited about 
three or four days before I 
said something to the per¬ 
son I was living with. His best 
friend was this doctor, and 
his wife was an ophthalmolo¬ 
gist. She said, “When was the 
last time you had a glaucoma 
test?” She gave me two of 
them, and the held was very 
spooky—you know, you’re sup¬ 
posed to hit a beat when you 
see a light, so she was waiting 
for me to hit the beats. [Long 
pause] No lights. It acceler¬ 
ates from time to time, and if 
I’m not vigilant, I have head¬ 
aches that are unmanageable. 

What was originally prescribed? 

Timoptic. They’re the eye 
drops that most glaucoma 
patients are prescribed, and 
it doesn’t cure it; it just sort 
of keeps it at bay. One of the 
great things about weed, for 
me, is that it kills the head¬ 
aches that can accompany the 
glaucoma. 

Because it lowers... 

... the optical pressure, 
right. The combination of 
marijuana and Timoptic 
makes it manageable. 

After you were diagnosed, how 
long was it before you started 
using cannabis for relief? 

Wow... well, I had just 
been smoking for a long time 
before the glaucoma—and for 
the fun of it [laughter]. 

Like, “When I was getting 
high, I noticed I could see!” 

What I did notice was that

there were fewer headaches; 
didn’t take me long to see 
there might be a correlation. 
The shock came three years 
ago, when I stopped smoking 
cigarettes. Out of the fucking 
blue, I found I also couldn’t 
smoke a joint, either. 

What happened? 

My lungs were like, “Oh, 
no—you won’t be smoking 
anything again. We, the lungs, 
have spoken.” However, the 
vape pen doesn’t bother my 
lungs, for which I am so grate¬ 
ful. My daughter gave me a 
vape pen; she said it might be 
milder. What a godsend. 

Do you still just get high? 

With the glaucoma, almost 
all my use nowadays is medical. 

You grew up in Manhattan, 
right? 

Yes. 

26th Street and Tenth? 

Yeah—26th and Chelsea. 
The Chelsea Projects. 

And your mom... 

Wonderful woman. Took 
care of folks. At first she was 
a nurse, a pediatric nurse, and 
then she became a Head Start 
teacher—really smart, really 
funny and very wry. 


There’s a word that’s not used 
often-wry. 

Yeah. Wry... my mother is 
what it is. She’s still the matri¬ 
arch of this family. She raised 
my brother and me. She did 
it by herself. She never apolo¬ 
gized for our life. She said, “I 
did the best I could with what 
I had, and frankly... shit hap¬ 
pens.” [Laughs heartily] “What 
can I tell you? Shit happens!” 
When she passed, I wasn’t 
here, but I had just spoken to 
her. 

That was four years ago? 

Yeah. 

How old? 

Eighty-five. My brother 
said, “Okay, you need to 
come back from England, 
because this is happening.” 
And I said, “Man, you know 
we gotta find a microwave.” 
He’s like, “What?” “She said 
she didn’t want to be buried 
... she wanted to be micro- 
waved.” So he said, “I think—I 
might be wrong!—but I think 
she meant cremated.” [More 
hearty laughter] “Dude, I’m 
not sure... she just always said 
microwave.” So he said, “Ell 
tell you what—let’s cremate 
her and then microwave her!” 
So that’s what we did. 

Was it tough growing up in 
Manhattan? 

Well, it actually—no. We 
were all in the same boat, 
didn’t know we were poor, and 
it was New York City, which 
in the ’60s felt like a smaller 
version of the whole world, 
every country. The world was 
changing: the clothes, the 
music, relationships and how 
we were having them. The 
Pill had just arrived, along 
with the Brits, Carnaby Street, 
the Gray and Black Panthers. 
Things were changing, and 
new things like acid and her¬ 
oin were being introduced into 
our groovy world. 

So I tried everything. Some 
things took a little longer to 
shake off, but I managed to do 
just that... thank God! It was 
crazy! Folks doing all kinds of 


behavior. You’d be watching 
Savoy Brown at the Schaefer 
Music Festival, and suddenly 
realize folks were getting it on 
right there in the open. You 
had the Fillmore East going. 
Things were happening, and 
we were all part of a growing 
belief that change is impor¬ 
tant. But, yeah, in my younger 
years, drugs were part of my 
life. 

How old? 

Mmmm... 15,16—and then 
I met some really fine folks 
who became real friends, who 
said to me: “You’re too young 
to be doing what you’re doing. 
We don’t like it... you’re too 
young for this crap you’re 
doing. We’re going to clean 
you up, and if we ever see 
you high on the street again, 
we’ll kill you!” [Long pause] 
“We’ll kill you.” And that’s 
exactly what they meant, and 
I believed them. 

And that’s when you stopped 
messing around with hard 
drugs? 

Yeah. 

It seems as if what you eventu¬ 
ally became is somehow an 
extension of that experience. 

Well, yeah. I mean, part 
of—a lot of what I became 
[tapping the table gently for 
emphasis] is the direct result 
of the people with whom I’ve 
come in contact over the last 
...60 years, y’know? 

We are the sum total of all we 
meet? 

We are. And it’s really 
important that people know 
that. It’s really important that 
you know that the people 
who you put yourself around 
are going to be what you’re 
reflecting... A lot of my writ¬ 
ing—I mean, the first show I 
ever wrote—came because we 
were smoking lots of pot and 
having fun and chillin’. 

What was that? 

It was originally called 
The Spook Show. I was liv¬ 
ing in Berkeley and working 
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with a group called the 
Blake Street Hawkeyes. 

I met this guy, and I was 
like: Oh, yes! Let’s just be 
together! So I joined their 
troupe. I ended up in 
Berkeley, but first I was in 
San Francisco, two years 
before the onset of AIDs. 

In’81? 

1980. San Francisco 
in 1980! Everyone is liv¬ 
ing! Shit is happening! 
Shit is happening again 
... a magic time! Dancers! 
Performance artists! The 
Pickle Family Circus! 

At the time, you 
couldn’t put your legs 
down—that’s just the way 
it was! There was dancing. 
People were coming out, 
and Harvey Milk was talk¬ 
ing, and people again were 
talking change, folks were 
coming out and talking 
about making shit happen, 
and then [a sudden stop] 

... and then people started 
to get sick. People started 
to get really sick. And then 
people were being put out 
of their apartments [sing¬ 
song] in de-men-tia and 
left to walk the streets. I 
mean, we had a couple of 
friends—somebody called 
and said, “You’ve got to 
get into the Haight. You 
just need to come.” So we 
get into the van and we’re 
driving along and ... [qui¬ 
etly] huh. We drive up and 
my friend is walking. He’s 
got thrush. 

What’s that? 

Thrush. That was the 
white stuff that you would 
see in people’s mouths, 
and you wouldn’t know 
what it was; but it’s called 
thrush, and that’s how 
you knew they were sick. 
But he only had on... like, 
it wasn’t even a hospi¬ 
tal gown. He was bare¬ 
foot and in the street, and 
we realized that people 
were being discharged out 
of the hospital onto the 
street. They weren’t being 


taken back to where they 
lived, just discharged. 

So we spent time look¬ 
ing for people. And then 
friends would take in other 
friends, and people were 
dying in your house ’cause 
nobody else would take 
them. Nobody knew what 
the fuck it was. They called 
it the “gay cancer,” and 
suddenly you found your¬ 
self walking up to your 
friends and kissing them 
on the lips, because sud¬ 
denly sick people wouldn’t

come out of their house, 
because they didn’t know 
how it was transmitted 
and they didn’t want to 
scare others. So in order to 
let them know they were 
welcome in your house, 
that you were not scared 
to have them there... 

You kissed your friends on 
the lips? 

Best way to say, “I’m 
not afraid of whatever the 
fuck you got.” 

It was a gesture of support. 

Yeah. I’m here. It’s okay 
... And then life changed 
again. I got famous. 
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You certainly did. You’re 
not just a good actress, 
Whoopi, you’re demon¬ 
strably a great actress. How 
does a girl from 28th Street 
rise to that level of craft? 

No one knows. 

You know. 

I know great actors— 
people that I think are 
great actors—and they all 
have this similar thing 
that I think I carry, which 
is the ability to make 
you believe it’s happen¬ 
ing—not “I’m pretending 
it’s happening.” It’s hap¬ 
pening! But, literally, the 
truth of the matter is: I 
got lucky That’s all it is. 
And I’ll tell you why I say 
it. Someone had seen me 
do one of my one-peo¬ 
ple shows and told a guy 
in New York, who was 
doing a series of one-per¬ 
son shows. He sent me 
a letter and said, “Hey, 

I’m doing these shows 
and I’ve got a week open. 
Would you like to come?” 
And I thought, Ooo, the 
old neighborhood on 17th 
Street, and I’d love to see 
my mother... So I come 
out and, day one, no one 
was there but my mother 
[laughter]. 

When they told you it was 
a “one-person show,” they 
didn’t tell you they meant 
the audience. 

But day two, Bette 
Midler is there. 

Whoa! 

And the third day it 
was Mike Nichols—and he 
came to me at the end of 
the show in tears. He said, 
“I was on the last trans¬ 
port out of Germany, so 
the piece you did about 
the Anne Frank House 
totally destroyed me. I 
would like to present this 
on Broadway next year.” 

After that, I get the 
most extraordinary love 
letter in the form of a 
review by a man named 
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Mel Gussow in the New York 
Times. Gussow wrote so won¬ 
derfully, that was all the show 
needed. That was it. The pub¬ 
licist for the show saw an 
advance of the review and 
asked me to go for a walk. So 
we walked all around, and I 
said, “Where are we going?” 
She said, “We’re not going 
anywhere in particular, but 
I want you to remember this 
day, because I think this is 
the last time you’re going 
to be able walk around like 
this.” And she was right. 

And you’ve lent your celebrity 
to social activism from the 
very beginning. 

Mm-hmm. 

Do you remember the first 
time? 

I do—I remember abso¬ 
lutely. I had run into Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor... 

Good answer. 

Elizabeth and I were at a 
benefit for something else, 
and she came over as only 
she could, because nobody 
moved like her. We had 
already become friends, so 
now she says to me, “I need 
some help. I want to do 
this benefit. You know my 
friend, Rock Hudson—” I 
said, “When do you want to 
do it?” She said, “You don’t 
even know what it is!” I said, 
“Baby, I know so much about 
this, it will break your heart.” 
So that’s how I got in. I was 
the first performer on the ros¬ 
ter for her for amfAR [Amer¬ 
ican Foundation for AIDS 
Research]. That’s me. 

And most recently you’ve 
involved yourself in the 
issue of pediatric medical 
marijuana. 

When we talk about mar¬ 
ijuana and I hear people say, 
“Well, what about the chil¬ 
dren?”... Yeah, what about the 
children? 

You’ve had the parents of 
children who need medical 
marijuana on The View, right? 
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Oh, yeah—we had parents 
on the show, and then we had 
the lady from the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, which 
doesn’t approve of giving 
medical marijuana to kids. I 
don’t think she realized really 
what was at stake until she 
saw some of those parents. 

Yeah, I saw the clip, and the 
doctor seemed very conflicted. 
I think it changed the way she 
thought about this issue. 

The information is so 
clear. These parents are 
being treated like crimi¬ 
nals—because, as a last resort 
and after much research, 
they’ve decided that canna¬ 
bis may help their kid. They 
are doing the research them¬ 
selves, documenting every¬ 
thing, and they know they 
may face jail time—but these 
are their kids, and they will 
do everything they can to 
bring peace to the convul¬ 
sions or calm after the che¬ 
motherapy. When you realize 
that cannabis has been used 
as medicine for hundreds of 
years—I’m sorry, but it just 
looks to me like the powers 
that be don’t want to admit 
they were wrong about this. 

Also, let’s be clear: It’s not 
for everyone—but it’s better 
than a lot of the drugs that 
are given to children now. 

Actually, in every medical 
marijuana state, the overall 
percentage of doctors willing 
to recommend cannabis at all 
is very small-and much less 
for children. 

If you have something that 
works, that your body can 
deal with, that you can take 
care of yourself with, why 
is this the bad alternative? 
Because the lie about mar¬ 
ijuana has been told for so 
long. This is not about getting 
high, this is about getting in 
tune—just a little relief for 
the parents and for the kids. 

I believe we can do this. It’s 
in my heart. And, y’know, if 
it turns out that we’re pissing 
in the wind here, that will be 
me with the umbrella. ^

Who is Oregrown and how did you get 
your start? 

We are a group of best friends who 
grew up together pioneering in organic 
cultivation, solventless and medical- 
grade hash oil. As legislation for the 
medicinal dispensaries started emerging, 
we had businesses asking us to sell in 
their dispensaries. But we weren’t happy 
with the dispensaries, so after years of 
growing and making our product the 
absolute best, we said, ‘let’s see if we can 
turn this into a real business.’ 

Was it tough to get licensed? 

With two labs standing side by side, and 
by investing in our genetics and cultiva¬ 
tion methods, we were in prime position 
when they started licensing dispensa¬ 
ries under House Bill 3460. We applied 
and received a license, and now have one 


of the premier locations in the state. You 
know the state of Oregon is calling us the 
recreational hub because of all the recre¬ 
ational rollout and implementation that’s 
happening here. 

What’s it like working with the State? 

We’re founders of the Oregon Grow¬ 
ers Association and are just incredibly 
politically involved. I work with the con¬ 
gressmen and with the head of the Ore¬ 
gon Liquor Control Commission all the 
time on implementation. It should go for 
a good smooth roll out because we’re sin¬ 
gle-source and we don’t really have mar¬ 
gins in our business model, since we mix 
our own soil, own our own stores, and do 
everything in between. We kind of dis¬ 
rupt the market a little bit with what we 
can offer at what prices. So we’ve found 
ourselves really well positioned to help

influence a positive rollout so that the 
rest of the country can see how good this 
can be done and why everyone should 
do this. 

Do you think that you and other Orego¬ 
nians are well represented? 

I’ve worked directly with Congress¬ 
man Blumenauer on H.R. 501 to change 
federal tax policy for marijuana busi¬ 
nesses. Beyond that, I’m always attending 
meetings with the governor, legislators 
and the joint committees, making sure 
Oregrown is represented. It’s easy for 
them to call on us because we grow the 
weed, we make the hash and we have a 
store—so one seat at the table is proces¬ 
sors, growers and retail—all in one. 

How does Oregrown set itself apart from 
its competitors? 

We consider ourselves the Apple of 
cannabis. We’re all organic—we mix our 
own soil, we’re super connoisseurs. We 
want people to experience the best pos¬ 
sible medicine. We want to capitalize 
on how dank people think our cannabis 


in Oregon is, because it really is. I want 
Oregrown to lead agriculturally and set 
the bar really high for retail stores. We’re 
going to keep pursuing the high quality 
we’re known for, and keep pumping out 
the best solventless we can. 

What potential challenges or roadblocks 
do you see arising? 

It’s a constant game. You can’t do nor¬ 
mal business as an entrepreneur. When 
our Facebook and Instagram pages get 
shut down, I fly to Palo Alto to go talk to 
these people and turn our pages back on. 
The fact that no one knows we’re legal 
here, operating under a state license, 
a city license, a county license—all the 
fragmentation in the rules are killing us. 


You can’t wake up and do normal busi¬ 
ness as if you’re an entrepreneur with a 
cool iPhone app. 

What’s the future look like for Oregrown? 

I think any entrepreneur with a solid 
radar is going to be looking at expand¬ 
ing into other states. Based on our genet¬ 
ics and breadth of cultivation knowledge, 
we’ve had a lot of interest from friends 
in San Diego all the way up to Trin¬ 
ity County, asking us how to get set-up 
for the rec stuff in 2016. I’ve obviously 
got California on my radar and I think 
that Oregrown would do awesome down 
there, but at the moment we’re investing 
in ourselves here. My heart and soul’s in 
Oregon. ^

FROM: The Kid 

How can I get my pot 
to turn purple like 
some of the buds in 
High Times ? I keep 
seeing these beautiful 
pictures of purple pot 
and was wondering if 
there’s anything I can 
do to grow something 
more like that. All of 
my buds come out 
green with red hairs. 


Dear Kid, 

Some pot plants turn pur¬ 
ple due to their genetics, and 
some thanks to cold temper¬ 
atures during flowering. But 
with most strains, there’s 
really no way to force them 
to turn purple. You can try 
using cold nighttime temps 
(not freezing, of course) dur¬ 
ing flowering, but your best 
bet is to seek out strains 
that are known to turn pur¬ 
ple naturally, such as Grand 
Daddy Purps, Purple Wreck, 
Lavender, Purple Urkel and 
Purple Kush. 
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Danko Tip: Feed your plants lightly and flush with plain 
water in the last two weeks for cleaner-burning buds.

subject Bud Boosters 
from: Glen J. 

i&i have a few plants outside, but the buds 
are really small and it’s starting to get cold. 
I was wondering if there was any way to 
boost bud production before I’m forced to 
cut them because of frost. 

Dear Glen, 

While there’s no way to get buds to grow 
any faster than they’re genetically pre¬ 
disposed to do, there are still a couple 
of things you can do to harvest a decent 
crop. First, you can utilize some sort of 
greenhouse structure in order to extend 
your growing season. A hoop house or 
small greenhouse can retain heat lon¬ 
ger in cold-weather conditions and keep 
your plants safe from frost for at least a 
few weeks before it gets too cold. If the 


greenhouse is heated or attached to a 
heated residence, you can continue grow¬ 
ing well into the winter. 

You can also consider bringing your 
plants indoors and finishing them under 
grow lights, assuming that’s an option. 

If they’re not in containers outside, care¬ 
fully dig them up (trying to avoid any 
damage to the root system) and then put 
them in containers that have drainage 
holes.

I’m currently living in Holland and want 
to find a job in the cannabis business in 
America so I can eventually move to your 
magnificent country.

subject Holes in Leaves 
from Holy Roller 


What causes mysterious holes in plant 
leaves? Mine don’t appear to have been 
chewed on by insects. I use two teaspoons 
of apple-cider vinegar per liter of water to 
keep powdery mildew from becoming a 
problem. It’s not the apple-cider vinegar, 
is it? 


Dear Holy, 

If you’ve ruled out insects, which are 
generally the cause of most leaf holes, 
then I have to wonder if the vinegar 
might be playing a role. Do you pH-bal- 
ance your solution after adding it? Vine¬ 
gar is an acid and has a very low pH, so 
it might be locking out nutrients such as 
manganese and zinc, which could cause 
the holes you’re seeing in your leaves. 
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Danko Tip: Grow tents are an efficient and affordable 
alternative to using closets for cannabis cultivation. 


There are also several kinds of bacteria that cause holes, so if 
pH isn’t the problem, look into possible plant diseases such as 
tobacco mosaic virus (TMV). 



subject Feminized Seeds 
from Jamel S. 

For a first-time grower who’s growing hydroponically, would you 
recommend starting out with feminized seeds? 

Dear Jamel, 

Growing from feminized seeds is certainly easier than using reg¬ 
ular ones. Because the sex is determined, you don’t have to go 
through the process of figuring out the sex of your plants and 
discarding the males. If you have access to healthy clones, that’s a 
viable alternative to growing from seeds at all. 

I personally prefer to smoke plants grown from regular 
seeds, or clones of such plants, because they tend to be stron¬ 
ger and more reflective of stable, tried-and-true genetics. But I 
understand the appeal and ease of use in cultivating with femi¬ 
nized seeds. 


subject Power Outage 
from: Brian 


I’m a new grower and live on an island that was just affected by 
a blizzard. I had a power outage for over 24 hours. The power 
is restored now, but the temps got down to 37 degrees at one 
point. I’ve been vegging my ladies 18/6, but now my cycle’s all 
messed up. The ladies have been vegging for over a month, so 
should I use that glitch in the light cycle to shock them into flower¬ 
ing, or should I just pick up vegging them where I left off? My 
concerns are temperature and photoperiod stress, as well as the 
possibility of them turning hermaphroditic if I continue vegging 
them. I need your expertise, please. I should probably mention that 
I’m using a T5 bank and a soil (Ocean Forest) medium.

and at least the temperature didn’t go below freezing during 
that time. You might want to go with your gut and start the 
flowering process by changing the light cycle to 12 hours on/12 
hours off, or you could continue vegetative growth by keeping 
the 18/6-hour cycle you’ve been using. It’s far more important 
not to interrupt the dark period with light than it is the light 
period with darkness, so you should be in the clear as far as the 
light cycle is concerned. 

The short period of cold temperatures may have shocked 
your plants, but as long as you’re back to warmer temps and 
they lived through it, there won’t be too many repercussions. A 
prolonged frost could have been devastating, but it looks like 
you dodged that bullet by avoiding cold temps for too long. 
Good luck! 


subject Pot for Depression

I’m 18 years old and suffer from depression. As a kid growing up 
with an alcoholic, cocaine-addicted mother, I’ve suffered from 
depression since my childhood. At age 15,1 found out I had a differ¬ 
ent biological father from the man who raised me my whole life. 

I’ve smoked marijuana from time to time, but I know that, bottom 
line, it’s illegal. When I smoke, it releases a lot of the depression and 
helps me take my mind off my problems, resulting in a happier 
me. I enjoy this other side of me being happy for once, but I don’t 
want any trouble with the law. Is there any advice you can give me? 
Would I be eligible for a medical marijuana prescription-and if so, 
how would I do this? 

Dear Eric, 

I’m sorry to hear about your suffering. Clearly, marijuana can 
work for some people suffering from depression, and there’s 
a ton of anecdotal evidence that indicates its effectiveness. It 
sounds to me like you need to move to a state that will allow you 
to treat your depression with marijuana. Unfortunately, depres¬ 
sion isn’t a qualifying condition in most medical states, so you 
may want to consider a state where marijuana is legal for adult 
recreational use, such as Colorado, Washington or Oregon. 

I’m not sure where you live now or what the penalties for 
marijuana use are, but if it’s something that’s helping you 
survive, my advice is to ignore the law and treat yourself with 
marijuana to improve your quality of life. Be safe, but put your 
mental health and happiness first.

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Blasters and 
the Art of Breeding 

How concentrates are reshaping the 
cannabis gene pool. By Craig Coffey 


F or millions of years, the 
cannabis plant evolved 
with Mother Nature acting 
as the head breeder. All of the 
world’s landrace genetics were 
shaped by the hand of natural 
selection, including luck, timing 
and climate variables. Humans, 
on the other hand, started tinker¬ 
ing with the cannabis plant only 
a few thousand years ago. Over 
the centuries, we have shaped 
and reshaped 
the plant as our 
needs, circum¬ 
stances and 
technology have 
permitted. We 
bred the plant 
for fiber, for resin 
production, for 
medicine and for 
getting stoned, and we changed 
the plant dramatically in our 
pursuit of these desired traits. 

When humans originally 
domesticated the cannabis plant, 
we produced hybrid versions of 
landrace genetics selected for 
flavor, potency and growth traits, 
among other factors. Without 
natural selection as the guiding 
hand, varieties of cannabis that 
would never have emerged from 
random evolution have become 
the dominant species in the mod¬ 
ern cannabis gene pool. 

You can compare landrace 
cannabis to wolves and high- 
end boutique bud to dogs. Dogs 
evolved from wolves and exist 
because of human intervention in 
natural selection. But most dog 
breeds wouldn’t survive a week 
in the wild—and even if they 
did, their ancient wolf genetics 
would re-emerge in a few dozen 
generations. 

In the modern weed era, ever 
since the invention of high- 
intensity discharge (HID) lamps, 
we have seen the main focus 
of breeding centered around 
potency, shorter flowering times, 


increased yields and physical 
traits that are valued by indoor 
growers. Most of these desired 
traits are the direct result of 
cultivating and breeding for the 
black market under prohibi¬ 
tion. Recently, with the country 
now enjoying more liberalized 
cannabis laws in many areas, the 
emerging concentrates market 
has shifted the focus of breed¬ 
ers away from ever-increasing 

potency and toward 
flavors and terpene 
production. Growers 
who are no longer 
under the threat of 
prohibitionist laws 
aren’t as concerned 
with producing the 
most weight in the 
shortest possible 
time. Once again, a shift in what 
we want from this plant will 
create new varieties that would 
never have existed in nature. 

Concentrates are now a staple 
of the stoner diet—and, for the 
most part, people are blasting 
flowers bred specifically for thriv¬ 
ing under artificial lights and for 
smoking in flower form. There is 
a change in the works, however. 
Producers of concentrates want 
different things from the can¬ 
nabis plant than the traditional 
pot smoker. Concentrate produc¬ 
ers are developing new grow 
techniques, using new nutrient 
profiles and developing brand- 
new strains specifically with the 
goal of making concentrates. 

Traits like less density in the 
bud structure, more terpene 
production and trichome cover¬ 
age on the fan leaves are just a 
few examples of what concen¬ 
trate producers desire. So, as the 
concentrate market continues to 
develop, we look forward to more 
progression in the cannabis gene 
pool, which will help the world 
produce more interesting and 
higher-quality concentrates.

T here’s probably no human 
alive who’s been in High 
Times more than Tommy

From 2 to 4 p.m., Tommy hosted 
a series of joint-rolling classes: a 
beginners’ class for basic grind¬ 
ing and rolling, an intermediate 
class covering cones and inside-out 
joints, and an expert class tackling 
specialty spliffs like the cross joint 
(although, this being New York, 
they couldn’t use weed—substitut¬ 
ing an aromatic blend of raspberry 
leaf and lavender instead). 

Of course, Danny Danko and I 
didn’t need joint-rolling lessons, 
so we arrived a bit later—at pre¬ 
cisely 4:20. While Tommy and his 
son Paris stepped out for a quick 
meal, we had a chance to peruse 
the impressive glass art on dis¬ 
play (most of it functional as well). 
These included some intricate, 


insect-themed pieces by Toby 
Upton, a handful of off-the-wall 
abstracts, and some NYC-themed 
works like the “Stand Up Pigeon” 
by Just Another Glassblower and 
the “Williamsburg Hipster” by 
Slinger & Germ. One piece called 
“Grateful to be American” resem¬ 
bled a combination of an argyle 
sock, an antique vase and a Grate¬ 
ful Dead poster by Slinger & E.F. 
Norris. Another, entitled “Cheesing” 
by Elbo and MTP, 
was a tribute to 
the South Park epi¬ 
sode where Kenny 
gets high from cat 
piss and visits the 
boob-filled world 
of the adult anima¬ 
tion classic Heavy 
Metal. And down¬ 
stairs, there was an insane wood- 
and-glass guitar hookah by Nate 
Dizzle and Josh Bohn. 

When the Chongs returned 
around 5 p.m., we spent some 
quality time together before the 
official press reception began— 
trying out Tommy’s new signature 
line of rolling machines, papers 
and grinders, conducting inter¬ 
views, and sharing a smoke. As 
expected, he was as happy, hum¬ 
ble and hilarious as ever. 

When 7 p.m. rolled around, the 
crowd began to filter in, and soon 
the gallery was filled with fans 
eager to get their autographs and 
selfies with Tommy. Over a few gra¬ 
tis glasses of Grenache, Danny and 
I merrily mingled and networked 
with the various activists, art¬ 
ists and journalists in attendance 
before saying goodnight. 

Tommy plans to promote his 
products at most of our Cannabis 
Cups this year, so if you’ve never 
had the opportunity to meet this 
living legend, all you need do is 
come to one of our events, find 
the Futurola booth and say “high.”

Legalization is no longer an abstract idea-and the 
hard numbers show it’s working!

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L egalized pot is no longer a 
dream. Anyone who visited 
Colorado and Washington 
State in 2014 got a glimpse of the 
green wave now sweeping the 
nation. 

For veterans of the marijuana-law 
reform movement, a discussion of the 
real-world effects of cannabis legal¬ 
ization was always abstract, since 
there were no hard numbers available 
to make a cogent case for “tax and 
regulate” versus prohibition. Today, 
however, consumer and business 
advocates for legalization have an 
abundance of economic, criminal-jus¬ 
tice and public-safety data to buttress 
their pro-reform arguments. 

The Drug Policy Alliance recently 
released a comprehensive report examin¬ 
ing the effects of Colorado’s first full year 
of recreational pot sales. The DPA reports 
that in 2010, Colorado made 9,022 arrests 
for cannabis possession; in 2014, there 
were 1,464 arrests—an 84 percent reduc¬ 
tion. Cultivation and selling offenses were 
down 90 percent during this same time. 

Over 16,000 employees are licensed to 
work at cannabis-related businesses in the 
state, helping to push Colorado’s unem¬ 
ployment rate to its lowest point in six 
years. The state has also taken in more 
than $50 million in sales taxes. 

From a public-safety standpoint, the DPA 


Colorado has enjoyed 
an unprecedented spike 
in tourism and increased 
interest in local universities 
from out-of-state prospects. 

report concludes that the state saw a 3 per¬ 
cent decline in fatal auto accidents during 
the first year of legal cannabis sales, and 
that over $8 million in cannabis-related tax 
revenue has gone directly to support youth 
prevention and education programs. Colo¬ 
rado has enjoyed an unprecedented spike 
in tourism and increased interest in local 


universities from out-of-state pros¬ 
pects. Housing in the greater Denver 
area is in high demand, and prop¬ 
erty values have soared. 

So what are anti-pot advocates 
now focusing on to maintain the sta¬ 
tus quo of cannabis prohibition? 

The front groups for “Big Rehab,” 
such as Project SAM, claim an “epi¬ 
demic” of emergency-room visits by 
children who have consumed can¬ 
nabis edibles. (Actually, there were 
fewer than 20 emergency-room vis¬ 
its for this statewide.) Pot foes also 
claim an increase in the migration 
of homeless people hoping to enjoy 
legal weed, as well as an increase in 
calls to poison centers. 

Poison centers? For ganjal 

Washington State NORML didn’t 
buy that last claim, so one of its mem¬ 
bers made a call to the Washington Poi¬ 
son Control Center on November 24, 2014. 
Here’s how the conversation went: 

“Fm calling to ask, to find out, what you 
tell someone who has smoked too much 
marijuana and may be having an adverse 
reaction?” 

“As far as adults are concerned, it is dif¬ 
ficult at best to overdose on it.” 

“What if they think they’ve overdosed?” 

“Well, that’s probably just the paranoia 
sometimes associated with its use.”

Pentz Makes Sense 

In Maryland, Judy Pentz rallies 
her neighbors to legalize. 

Judy Pentz never believed that 
marijuana should be illegal, but her 
involvement became personal after 
her father was diagnosed with pros¬ 
tate cancer. Doing research in a quest 
to save his life, Pentz was outraged to 
discover many little-known studies 
pointing to marijuana’s efficacy in 
treating cancer and a variety of other 


diseases, including her own: 

She’d been diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis in 
2008. 

Wondering how to 
change the situation 
in Maryland, Pentz took it 
upon herself to start a Facebook 
page called “Maryland NORML” in 
2013. Then she and her 84-year-old 
father traveled to the state capital 
of Annapolis and testified in favor 
of legalization. Over time, several 


like-minded people joined 
her in the fight and even¬ 
tually formed Maryland 
NORML’s board of 
directors. 

As executive director 
of the organization, Pentz 
has worked tirelessly to improve 
her state’s marijuana policies. 
Maryland NORML was instrumen¬ 
tal in helping to pass a statewide 
decriminalization law, the first step 
toward broader legalization, and also 


assisted in efforts to improve Mary¬ 
land’s medical marijuana program. 

Maryland NORML has since 
joined the Marijuana Policy Coalition 
of Maryland, which seeks to rally 
the public and pressure legislators 
into passing a “tax and regulate” law 
in the state. As for what the future 
holds, Pentz says: “I’m very hopeful 
that, within a year or two, Maryland 
will join the ranks of states like 
Colorado, Oregon, Washington and 
Alaska, and legalize marijuana.”
